Uhitey Haines of BMI (Canada) sends 
along the new Columbia single release "The Ookpik Song" by 
The Romeos. The Ookpik is an Arctic owl and supposedly 
symbolic of Canada. A1 Boliska of CKLT already has an 
Ookpik promotion going for the station. 

UfiAOIAH CONTENT UREL REFERENCE. We received a new re¬ 
lease on the Plaza label this week. "Honestly" by Bemie 
Early, an Ottawa artist. This is a three part Canadian 
record, number PL6005Q. Plaza is the first Canadian record 
company to honour the music industry with the suffix "0" 
to denote Canadian content. (An early suggestion in RPM) 

RADIO PERSCNALITY POSSIBILITY. Perhaps this is an old 
story to PDs, the new face that appears on the scene and 
wants to be a DJ. but, 1 believe, we have a unique situa¬ 
tion. A fresh, young voice, age 19 years, education: 

ready for University.but.... has a genuine desire 

in becoming a working part of a radio station. Experience: 
emcees dances etc. No on air work, familiar with board. 
Lives in Toronto area. Drop os a line if interested. 

yHAT DOES IT TAKE TO HAKE A CANADIAN RECORD A HIT ACROSS 
CANADA? This is the question that wa've been asking people 
of authority in the Industry. 

THE LIONS ROAR: Comment by visiting American Lion. Visit¬ 
ing Canada is very disappointing. It*s like taking a trip 
to any other American city. Your music is the same, your 

customs are identical.How depressing to know we 

are an American colony in everything but the title. 

CHUM....Roars: Every Friday nite Bob HcAdorey (one of the 
Chummingbirds) holds forth at the club 888 in Toronto. This 
hop features top local talent and gives them the publicity 
and exposure they need. This is one of the reasons many 
of the local groups have had success when they release a 
record. Going strong now, thanks to the help given by CKIM 
are Little Ceasar.and The Consuls with "Bea Cruise" (Arc) 
and "Boom Boom" by David Clayton Thomas (Atca). Bobby 
Curtola will guest Aug. 1. 

COUNTRY t WESTERN CLUB FOR DOWNTOWN TORONTO: Bonn Reynolds 
advises that a new club The Rodeo Room will open on the 
main drag in Toronto. First guest of this strictly country 
tavern will be Gary Buck. Backing this club wil be Bad 
Hatton Enterprizes. Donn also passes on the bad news of 


the closing of The Country Gentleman, a Canadian publication 
showcasing Canadian CAW activities. The reason: after only 
A issues, no support. The editors have much praise for the 
help they did receive from Capitol, Columbia, RCA Victor 
and Arc but this obviously wasn't enough. 

THE FUNCTION OF RPH: Often in an effort to unify and in¬ 
form the industry, it is easy 
to slip out of the established 
routine, and either preach or 
criticize, and later have to 
remind one's self of the initial 
purpose of RPH. We are not • 
here to either educate or pro¬ 
gram radio stations. Our func¬ 
tion should be that of a report¬ 
er who observes the scene and 
comr.ents, and also promotes a product. The scene is the 
radio and music business, and the product is our own do¬ 
mestic record production. We can all benefit from a 
Canadian star system. Radio stations across our nation 
have the power to bring to the attention of the public our 
own performers. It is such a personal pleasure to talk to 
performers who want so badly to remain Canadians. Many 
have already given up the guarantee of wealth south of the 
border to remain in Canada and possibly not make as much, 
but live with the feeling that they are not forsaking their 
homeland for just more money. 1 can name a disc jockey, a 
record producer and a semi-successful star who have had to 
step back to stay behind. What can we do but support 
people like this who have in many cases unselfishly done 
what many would not to help our country gain some recogni¬ 
tion. It also works in reverse. I recently heard a story 
about an American DJ who was offered a fantastic sum to 
come to Canada, and forsaking the money, felt that being an 
American he should stay where his roots were regardless of 
the Big money involved. We can learn another lesson from 
our American friends. 

PRESS RELEASES:: Each week (without fail) two companies 
issue a special press release to RPH concerning Canadian 
talent. These two companies are Quality Records and 
Tamarac Records. From time to time we receive news from 
other companies, but consistently it is these two companies 
that excell. Further, both these companies keep us sup-

pli*d with newswrthy Itens regarding their artists and 
I releases. When the nows is urgent, the telephone will 

still bring you in ahead of the Wednesday deadline. We 
are anxious to hear froe you. That's what we are here 
for. The same goes for radio stations. We receive a 
few letters outlining the station's activities as can 
been seen by our reporting. If we don't know about your 
station promotions etc. we can't eertion thee. 

RUMOR MILL: News has reached us that a new record li¬ 
brarian lay make the scene in Toronto. Observers in the 
trade are already beating still further doom to Canadian 
records if this does happen. We'd like to predict it 

WON'T. The writing is on the wall. Steps are now 

being taken to forcibly protect the music industry in 
Canada. We are not in complete agreement with the 
proposals as they reached us, but many people will be 
called to enswer questions and we are still hoping to 
see a fair deal made to protect all concerned. A major 
Canadian station is a bedlam of political undercurrent 
I lately, and staff changes will result. Watch this one 

very closely. 

A RECORD PRODUCER WRITES: "I don't think of myself as a 
I producer, basically because I 

am only interested in trying 
to bring out the best records 
this country can come up with. 

I have never been dragged over 
the coals for making a bad 
record, but my backlog of un- 
I released tapes can always remind me that we had the guts 

' to spend the money and shelve the product because it 

wasn't good enough. As I slowly sink dcwr the drain 
with my last three releases, I would feel very satisfied 
if someone would criticize the product rather than ignore 
it. I tend to agree with the other Canadians like my¬ 
self that feel doing anything here is a waste of time. 

I find it hard to do anything but quell the many rumors 
I about how I'm financed and the political circles 1 move 

in and the color of my shorts. It's a very small in¬ 
dustry and it gets smaller everyday. It will be sialler 
still in a month or two when I leave it, remembering 
these words 'it's a good record, we nay have to play it." 



The foregoing item deserves some comment from your editor. 
The lot of the independent producer is not an easy one. 
Production and promotion are extremely costly, and the re¬ 
turns are meager in Canada. The industry has never claimed 
to be open for domestic product. The only genuine exception 
would be the Kerdon phenomenon which may never happen again. 
Another record company suffered the same fate a year ago as 
our producing friend, although their product was not as 
professionally produced. This gifted young man wants to 
leave the music industry. In a long conversation with said 
producer, I learned that he went as far as he could, and 
has just enough money left to pay off all the creditors and 
give up the record business entirely. *I don't like to 
wander through the business with egg on my face, but I 
financed the entire effort myself (which no one believed) 
and 1 figure I should step out now before things get worser 

THE GRASS LOOKS GREENER: As we have a constant vigual on 
other places in the world watching for new talent to break 
out we can't see big things happening in our own country. 
This week a great deal of attention swing to the maritimes 
and to a great new group called The Beavers. This Canadian 
group's first recording leased to London has kept the long 
distance lines buzzing, and the newspaper coverage across 
Canada on this group have been telling the story of their 
fantastic reception wherever they appear. RPH two weeks 
ago predicted great things for this Halifax group and they 
are right now at fever proportions. The record "Chantilly 
Lace" has jumped on play sheets all across the nation, and 
the people handling the Beavers recort many offers for the 
groups recording activities Ir. the US. A national tour is 
presently being planned. Teenage reaction everyaher: has 
been amazing and wc predict this group will climb into the 
top with records and personal appearances. Watch for an 
up and coming story in McLean's . One of the first to 
bring the Beavers to the attention of Upper Canada was 
Mike Duffy of the Charlottetown Patriot Guardian.
